MOUNT PE LEE'S RENEWED 
ACTIVITY

-.•: Mo unt Pelee "created a panic in Fort do 
France,. Tuesday; -Not since' the _ disas- 
trous eruption that wiped out St. Pierre 
baa the volcano presented as threatening 
an ai'pearance. \ It waa again in eruption 
and stones at big as hazelnuts fell in. the 
streets of that city. ■ 

This happened at 5:30; o'clock 'and the 
terror stricken inhabitants in all stages of 
dress and nndre*s rushed. from their homes 
and. through the streets in search of a- place 
of refurev A thick, heavy cloud lit .up by 
freqneht>vivid flashes of lightning sur- 
mounted; the volcano, and a fiery stream of 
lava could.be seen flowing down the Bide 
of the. mountain. 

■ Many of the' inhabitants hurriedly em- 
barked on the vessels in the harbor, and it 
was with difficulty that they were eventu- 
ally reassured.. 

.- The' phenomenon of the- morning was 
similar to the eruption of May 8, but not 
ao severe. 

A severe inundation at Basse Pointe, on 
the northeast coast of the island, at 2:00 
in the morning, swept away twenty houses 
and fifty other buildings were damaged by 
the/lowing mud. .-There" wa3 no- further 
loss of life as the town had been abandoned 
several days before 

The expedition which went to St. Pierre 
to recover the remains of Mr. Prenlis, the 
American consul, and bis family, was only 
saved from an appalling disaster by jha 
fact that a strong south wind was blowing, 
which carried the nosious .vapors, smoke 
and ashes from Mount Pelee to the north- 
ward, away from the vessels conveying the 
expedition.

were shattered like fragile eIsbs. It 
spread out upon the waters and they 
boiled In fury and tossed their waves in 
menacing convulsions. It mingled with 
the atmosphere and It became poison. 
Hot, sulphurous, llnme-llt, the air be- 
came death laden and man's every breath 
an added pestilence until vitality ceased, 

And such a cessation of vitality! Thir- 
ty thousand bumnn lives crushed out 
with thnt pestilential breath— a whole 
city turned Into a crematory— a miracle 
of nature's destruction wrought! 

To-day St. Pierre is black and desolate 
and lifeless, save where the searchers 
are at work dragging burned, bloated, 
corrupting bodies from their ashy cover- 
ing and burning them in funeral pyres. 
The buildings of the city ore practically 
all destroyed. The very streets are ob- 
literated. Cinders and ashes and mud, 
still hot and smoking, lie layer upon 
layer over all which a short time before 
was bright nnd beautiful nnd full of life. 
Off Id the distance, the burning moun- 
tain, still belching forth smoke and 
flame and ashes, stands like a satunlc 
monster, as though proud of Its "execu- 
tion sod uncertain whether to bury the 
eager searchers in the city under anoth- 
er avalanche of destruction. On Its side 
s few tree trunks, bent nnd shattered 
and black, throw their ghostly outlines 
Into view. Over all the scene rests a 
heavy poll of sulphurous smoke — one pil- 
lar of darkness ascending from the vol- 
cano, another from the city, where the 
volcano's victims nre the fuel. 

Such la St. Pierre today. The fate of 
historic Pompeii has been its, and like 
rompeil nnd Herculaneum nnd Krnkatoa 
It shall live In tragic history as the vic- 
tim of one or the greatest and most de- 
structive disasters In the whole annals 
of mankind. 

A CYCLONE OF FIHU, 

la nailing Mud nnd Steam, Bt. Pierre 
Went Don-n to Itn Kiilc 
Mount- Pelee, which visited such n ter- 
rific fate upon St. Pierre, begun show- 
ing signs of activity toward the end of 
April. For fifty 'years the volcano bad 
lain Inactive, and was regarded by the 
people as extinct. When, therefore, it 
began ' emitting clouds of smoke and 
•.bowers of ashes, it created consterna- 
tion at long the. people. But as day sac- 



tinique led to a subsidence of the pan- 
icky feeling, lie appointed a commis- 
sion to Investigate the eruption ond sent 
soldiers from Fort de France, the capital, 
to prevent people from abandoning St. 
Pierre. 

The commission reported thnt there 
was nothing in the eruption of May 5 
which portended danger to St. Pierre. 
The report wns made public May 7— the 
day before the great cataclysm— nnd 
while It could not dissipate all -.alarm 
over the situation, It greatly lessened it. 
The people went to bed on the night of 
May 7, hopeful, but not over-confident. 

Thursday morning the people looked 
with fearful, anxious gn*e toward the 
flaming mountain, whose mighty convul- 
sions were shaking the foundations of 
the city. Explosion aHcr explosion fol- 
lowed In the Incandescent bowels of the 
earth and out of its mouth the volcnno 
belched torrents of fiery ashes, sulphur- 
ous and stifling. During the early morn- 
ing the Bky was u flame with lurid flashes 
of fire from the mountain. 

Down in the harbor the crews and some 
of the passengers on the vessels which 
were there ridtug nt anchor were watch- 
ing the fascinating display of energy, 
when nt 7:50 the whole top ot the moun- 
tain was hurled Into the air with a ter- 
rific noise' and a cyclone of steam, boiling 
mud and fire descended on the city nnd 
the roadstead. The land heaved and 
swelled and a terrible convulsion seized 
the sea. The waters rose In a huge 
threatening mass as though they would 
engulf the Island. Then darkness grew 
dense and the pitiful scene was hidden 
from view. 

Of the eighteen vessels In the harbor 
nt the lime nit except one perished. The 
upheaval of the waters dashed somo of 
the vessels on their sides and they sank. 
The crews jumped Into the water nnd 
there most of them perished. It was im- 



possible to escape from the pitiless rain 
of.\fire,nnd boiling mud 'and only thirty, 
'all of them- injured and. some fatally* 
were rescued by the -French' steamer Su- 
cbet, which entered tbb; harbor soon after 
the. explosion. 

The first rescue parties to reach St. 
Pierre or rived there on Sunday. They 
found desolntlon nud ruin and death. On 
the* wharves, on the streets, lu the bouses, 
the churches, the marts, death was. ev- 
erywhere. Even In the waters ot the 
harbor bodies were floating, with shnrks 
glutted with their feast on human. flesh, 
swimming playfully around.^ 

Every where, there were ashes and mud 
and 'volcanic 'stones and— bodies. The 
latter were scattered singly nnd in heaps, 
Most of them were lying face downward. 
Nearly all were nude nnd bnned. Death 
had come by nsphyxlntlon, and nenrly nil 
the victims had their bunds covering 
their mouths or were in some other atll-. 
tude showing they had sought relief from 
suffocation. In one place the bodies of 
twenty-two men, women and children 
were found in one awful mass, arms nnd 
legs protruding as the hapless beings fell 
in. the last struggle of death's agony. On 
the site of the cathedral the roasted 
bodies of 3,000 human beings were found. 
When earthly aid was wanting they bad 
turned to the church to Implore ashIsI- 
ance .from heaven. But heaven wos deaf 
in that hour of supreme agony, and they 
perished while they prayed. 

Throughout the city the searchers 
found no living thing, nor a single house 
that escaped the fnry of the volcanic 
"convulsion. And, to escape pestilence, 
the bodies of the dead are being cremated 
day and night. To facilitate combustion 
and to destroy as for as possible the 
sickening odor of human flesh, the funeral 
pyres arc kept constantly soaked Id coal 
tar ond petroleum. 

The number of people who perished out- 
side of St. Pierre Is still conjectural. The 
town of Le Precheur, only n short dis- 
tance from St. Pierre, escaped destruc- 
tion, nnd Its 5,000 people, making their 
way to the seacoast, were taken off in 
vessels nnd conveyed to Fort de France. 
Over a large nrea the eruption worked 
destruction. Rivera overflowed their 
banks and spread over the surrounding 
country. Hollows were elevated and 
hills depressed, and the configuration of 
the country was changed. In making re- 
pairs to the cable near St Pierre, the 
French cable ship Pouyer Querticr found 
it sunk In 1,200 meters of water, where- 
as, formerly, it was only SOOmeters be-. 
low the surface— a difference of nearly 
3,000 feet.

Relief ronra in for the Mnrtinlqne and 
Bt. Vincent Buffer era. 

The heart of the world has been touch- 
ed by the great tragedy on the island 
of Martinique and hy the great, though 
lesser, disaster In St. Vincent, and al- 
ready relief agencies under many flags arc 
in action. Congress appropriated $500.- 
000, to be applied under the direction of 
the Navy nnd Treasury Departments to 
the succor of the homeless refugees and 
relief thips and war vessels under the 
flag of the United States were Boon on 
their way to the sadly stricken island of 
Martinique. Tuesday afternoon the cruis- 
er Dixie left the Brooklyn navy yard, 
loaded down with stores, and the same 
day another vessel left Porto Hico with 
supplies for the Islanders. Other United 
States vessels were hurriedly started to 
Martinique. In addition to the appro- 
priation made by Congress, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the President, Mr. 
Roosevelt appointed a committee, extend- 
ing throughout the United States, to re- 
ceive voluntary sums for the a Glided in 
St Vincent and Martinique. 

From all over the world relief has 
poured in. The King of Italy contrlbut-

ed $5,000; the Kaiser 10,000 marks; King 
Edward $5,000 and Kiug Oscar of Swe- 
den $1,000, The government of Holland 
sent a vessel from the Dutch West In- 
dies to Martinique to assist the suffer- 
ers. 

In New York, ' Chicago and other cities 
appeals have been made for aid. New 
York's Chamber of Commerce sent $5,- 
000 to the sufferers and subscriptions arc 
being raised in alt the leading cIHm.

It, G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review thus 
sums up trade conditions, 

The review continues: Procrnstlnatlng 
consumers who predicted n collapse in 
the iron and steel market similar to the 
break that occurred two years ago hove 
greatly augmented the pressure by 
tardily Attempting to supply their re- 
quirements, it has been obvious for 
some time that there Is utterly lacking 
the artificial element tending* to ^nllnte 
prices that was conspicuous In the open- 
ing months of 1000. The only limit to 
prices appears to be the ability of pur- 
chasers to pay fancy figures, according 
to the urgency of their needs. Mean- 
while there Is no advance on long icrm 
contracts, and these caver the largo hulk 
of the business.

North- 
west stocks ore light and ' decreasing, 
and u portion of the lied Itiver Valley 
is very late with soedtng."

The youuK King's mother, who since her 
husband's death, several mouths- be foro 
jMfoiiso's birth, has ruled w'ith fortitude 
nnd ability the Spanish monarchy, and 
nt thu same' time reared for its Hew 
head, retires from the glories of queen-

Only one mnn escaped, he be- 
ing blown out of the mine. About UOO 
men were at .work In the mines', Flames 
Issued from mouths and vent, holes. 

The Fraterville mine Is In Anderson 
County, Tennessee, This Is the oldest 
mine In the Coul Creek district, having 
been opened In 1870. A largo area iin:i 
been developed and worked in It. The 
Coal Creek coal seam Is struck by thli 
mine, the hard ami tenacious top averag- 
ing four and a 'half feet In thickness. 
Fratervlllo inino always-had been con- 
sidered oue of- the safest 'la the Coal 
Greek bolt, 

George N. Camp, superintendent of the 
Thistle mine, gnvo out nn oulclal state- 
ment estimating tbe. number killed In 
both mines at 150, 

Two rescuing parti eg were started Into 
the Thistle and Fraterville entrances ns 
soon as possible after tho explosion. The 
Thistle party was unable to make hoaJA; 
way,- ns the gas stifled the men almost na 
soon its they entered tho shaft. The Fra- 
terville party went ns far. as tho "pnrt- 
Ing of the ways," where n heavy fall of 
alii tc wns encountered, which prevented 
progress Into tho mine until the obstacle 
could be removed. 
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Vernon, on the part of the board of con- 
trol of the monument, delivered to the 
State and Gov, W. T. Durblu made the 
speech of acceptance. James YVhitoinb 
Ililey read a poem- written for the occa- 
sion, entitled "The Soldier." 

The parade was from tbe capltol to the 
monument, where the veterans of four 
wars massed around tbe pedestal for the 
vesper services. In which the "Last 
March of the Battle Flags", was an im- 
pressive feature. The chimes on Christ's 
Church played "Soldier, ItestI Tby War- 
fare O'er," The color guards of thc^old 
regiment were tenderly bearing the tat- 
tered flag3 back to their permanent rest- 
ing place in the capltol building, while 
the tens of thousands of people along 
tbe way stood with uncovered heads bow- 
ed In reverence. 

The Soldiers' nod Sailors' Monument 
that the State of Indiana has erected 
at Lndlund'polls Is among the most impos- 
ing, artistic and beautiful military monu- 
ments in the world." It is intended as a 
lusting memorial to the sons qf_ihe State 
who fought during the Civil War, 

On tbe cast and west sldrs of the 
base of tbe shaft are two groups of stat- 
uary representing War and Peace. These 
are tbe largest groups of figures ever cut 
from the rough stuuo. At a height of 
about 225 feet Is tbe platform of the cap- 
ital, reached by elevators. This outlook 
affords a fine view of tho city of Indian- 
apolis, The monument has Us own elec- 
tric plant, which furnishes power for 
the elevators and for the lights. 

The monument is constructed of the 
peculiar limestone discovered in Indiana 
quarries tn the last few years and which 
has generally been substituted for -gran- 
ite. The particular variety selected for 
tbe monument la almost cream white tn 
color aud takes a good polish. 

The Idea of building tho monument 
first took shape in 1S75, but ft was not 
until 1SS4, when the Grand Army of the 
Republic took charge of the work, that 
any progress was made In. raising funds. 
When something over 520,000 bad been 
collected, the State stepped In and took 
up the projeet, making, an appropriation 
of $200,000 to build the monument and 
creating a State commission to tdke 
charge of the work. ' 

The corner stone was laid Aug. 22, 
I3S9, by Benjamin Harrison, then I' resi- 
dent of the United States. Tbe corner 
stone Is a huge block of stone S feet high 
nnd 4 feet 10 Inches In diameter. It is 
beautifully finished ami bears a tablet on 
which is chiseled this Inscription: ."Aug. 
22, 1SS0. Erected by the People of ln : 
dtana. Act of General Assembly, March 
3, 1S87." The entire 'cost of the memo- 
rial Is $000,000, and the cost of Us main- 
tenance "will be borne by the State. For 
all time itfwill be a feature of attraction 
to Indianapolis nud a guide to future 
generations, teaching that love of country 
and of liberty arc- characteristic of the 
American people. 

The plaza on which the -monument la 
situated has a diameter or U42 feet and 
Is ndornod by bronze statues' of George 
Rogers Clark, the explorer, and Govs. 
William. Henry Harrison, Oliver P. Mor- 
ton, the war Governor of the State, and 
James Whitcomb. 

In the scheme of embellishment of tho 
plaza, are Included two great fountain*, 
tho largest In the United States. From 
each of those fountains 7,000 gallons of 
water flow every minute, descending in 
beautiful .cascades, Those arc kept flow- 
ing continuously from a. m. to 9 p. m, 
for six months in tbe year. 



The' weekly crop report issued by the 
weather bureau says: From the upper 
Mississippi valley eastward to the New 
Knglaud and middle Atlantic coasts, tba 
week. 'was decidedly cold. and untavora- . 
ble to growth, with light to heavy' frosts, 
causing much damage lo fruit in tho^ 
northern portion of the middle Atlantic 
States nnd lu New Knglaud. The' tern- !:; 
purature conditions in tho .Southern 
States, Missouri valley and -throughout 
the Itocky Mountain ami. Pacific coast, 
districts were favorable, highly aoou'- tho 
north Pacific coast. Drought continues 
In Florid n and over portions of, the east 
gulf nnd south Atlantic States.'nnd rain- 
Is generally needed tn the Ohio vaUey 
and middle Atlantic States. Ruins have 
afforded relief locally in the middle and 
southern Rocky Mountain districts, but 
more is needed In those sections. The 
greater part of the upper lake region 1 and 
portions of the upper Mississippi, upper 
Missouri and Red River of the 'North 
valleys are Buffeting from excessive . mois- 
ture. 

Owing to excessive -rains little or no 
corn tins" yet been pin sited In Minnesota 
and Wisconsin, ami planting has beende- 
lured In South Dakota and northern 
Iowa, but generally throughout the cen- 
tral valleys and middle Atluntlc States 
this work lias made rapid progress. Good 
stands nre generally reported in the Mis- 
sissippi nnd Missouri valleys, but cut 
warms arc impairing the stands In the 
Ohio valley and Tennessee. In Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas tho crop has made 
rupld growth, and -much has been laid lu 
Texas. 

The last week has not been unfavora- 
ble to winter wheat, nnd generally the 
crop has made satisfactory progress, tba 
least favorable reports being received . 
from tbe Ohio valley nnd middle Atlantic 
States, while a decided Improvement Id 
reported from Nebraska. The crop'has 
made slow growth in the Ohio valley and 
middle Atlantic States, but has advanc- 
ed rapidly In the lower Missouri valley, 
in thf southern portion of which It is>now 
heading. Lodging Is threatened in parts 
of Missouri. The north Pacific coast.ro- 
jion has experienced n week highly fav- 
orable to the wheat crop, which ia much 
improved in that section. The crop con-" 
tin ues lu excellent condition In central, 
and northern California, but is In poor 
condition lu the southern part of tho 
State, 

Early sown spring whent has germi- 
nated well and Is making rigorous 
growth, especially In the southern portion 
of the spring wheat region. Owing to 
continued rains much of tho crop Is yet 
to be sown, not more than half the in- 
tended acreage having been, sown In 
North' Dakota. 

Oats harvest has begun in South Caro- 
lina, and the crop Is ripening In -Texas, 
while seeding continues In the northern 
districts. This crop has made generally 
satisfactory progress In the States of the 
central valleys, but baa deteriorated In 
the east gulf States, where It Is heading 
low and not filling well. 

Further Improvement In tbe condition 
of meadows Is Indicated In the States of 
tile Missouri and upper Mississippi val- 
leys, tbe lake reglou nud New England, 
but less favorable reports are received 
from the Ohio valley and middle Atlan- 
tic States.

In which the, writer 
attempts to cast osperations upon the poli- 
tical methods of Mr. Lyon by perverting 
facts which are certainly as dishonorable as 
any "New Political Method," if not more 
so, Thejfwriter of (his article bad the 
honor to be a delegate to the late republi- 
can convention at Liberty vi Ile and being 
on the ground was certainly in a better 
position to see and '-knew what was done 
there than the writer of tbe article in ques- 
tion whose vantage point of observation 
was from the county seat aided by long- 
distance specks of doubtful foci. 

In regard to' the statement that "Lake 
County voted its delegate ticket for Foss, 
Mason and Lyon," that is absolutely un- 
true, as the deliberations of the committee 
on resolutions prove, of which the writer 
of this article was a member. In this com- 
mittee a resolution was introduced by Sen- 
ator Coon indorsing Senator Mason, which 
upon a vote of the committee was lost by 
fully two to one votes, and no indorsement 
of either Mason or Lyon .wob reported by 
the committee and none voted ' on. by the 
delegates in the.conventioh,. It is doubt- 
less true that Waukenan instructed its del- 
egate ticket for Mason, but the balance of 
the county outside of Waukegan was 
strongly anti-Mason, and with one excep- 
tion the writer does not know a delegate to 
the county convention, outside of Wauke- 
gan, who.woa favorable to Mr. Mason, and 
while "the tail sometimes wags the dog," 
it is not a safe proposition to wager upon, 
and while the Waukegan delegates may 
bave been friendly to Mason they were 
certainly up against "the real thing" with 
fully two to one country delegates anti- 
Mason. 

The statement that Mr, Lyon selected bis 
own delegates to the Senatorial Convention 
is absolutely untrue as the records of the 
convention will show. After tbe announce- 
ment of the vote resulting in the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Lyon, Mr. Win, Hollo well, of 
Waukegan, moved that Mr, Lyon be al- 
lowed to select his own delegates, which 
motion was seconded by the writer, but 
after tbe chairman bad called the attention 
of the convention to the fact that delegates 
to the state and congressional conventions 
bad also to be selected at the suggestion of 
Mr. Lyon, Mr. Hallowell asked permission 
of bis second to withdraw the motion which 
wor granted and the motion was according- 
ly withdrawn. A motion was then made 
by Mr. John Douglas', of Waukegan, that 
a committee composed of one delegate from 
each town and voting precinct be appoint* 
ed by the chairman of the several delega- 
tions to select delegates to the State, Con- 
gressional and Senatorial conventions, 
which motion prevailed and the delegates 
were selected accordingly. Just how Mr. 
Lyon can be held responsible for tbe select- 
ion of the delegates is not apparent. 

Again, at the renatoriul convention held 
at McHenry the delegates from McHenry 
and Boone counties; a majority of the con- 
vention, voted for instructions for Mr. 
Hopkins, and tbe vote of Lake would not 
materially change tbe result. The dele- 
gates from Lake acqnisced in the will of 
the majority, and if there is any "kick 
coming" I would advise your correspon- 
dent take it out of McHenry and Boone.

A PICTURE OF SOME 
CONDITIONS OF THE LABORER 

(From our Waukegan Correspondent.} 

Wilh a strike in tbe anthracite coal re- 
gions.involvingidlencsa for 145,000 em- 
ployes together with many other labor or- 
ganizations out or going out, is the canse 
for much serious thought among leading 
flcconomisls and politicians. If one refers 
to tbe political action as demonstrated in 
many political maea heretofore a a -reson- 
able deduction appears,- although condi- 
tions are constantly changing. It is not 
so long ago that a protective tariff woa de- 
manded and carried as against free trade 
for revenue only. Now there is a general 
demand for the protection on Beveral com- 
modities to be taken off, notably beef, lum- 
ber, steel and some others*. That an "at- 
tempt to do so by the'party in power is not 
expected; and yet it might nfford great re- 



lief. It: is charged that protection to the 
iron and steel interests is one" great ■ 'cause 
of ^these trusts accumulating such:. great" 
wealth, >. ■.,.,-.. 

' That .the beef triwt is another great mon- 
opoly that is causing very niucbilissntis-. 
faction among the masses may be accepted 
as true nnd yet, if tbo tariff was taken off 
this necessary article of food it might re- 
lieve the situntion. . The advance of. prices 
of lumber is ovving.to.its scarcity. "Instead 
of totally denuding 'our forests why not 
lot iu Canadian lumber free? These ques- 
tions are agitating the minds of the people 
and telf interest will assert itself at the fust 
opportunity. 

That tbete is a stroug tendency among 
the lower classes toward socialism is quite 
apparent. What it will come to is sug- 
gested in the following graphic picture,— 
"Such- an environment. " : Speaking- on 
the socinl- nnd morn) conditions of the 
laborer, generate just such what we should 
expect, listless opportunism or dangerous 
rage among those of inferior moral fibre, 
an attitude of loving helpfulness nmong the 
more sensitive; and among all a sense,- rec- 
ognized or not, of strange bewildering in- 
justice in the social order. America claims 
to offer equal oppertunitiea for full self 
realization to all men; the sharp contrast 
between claim and fact is a moral misfor- 
tune. Fnint and inoperative in the. mass 
si mere blindfold sense oF wrong stifling 
the instinct to innitiative, this conviction 
of injustice is an attending pnssion with 
leaders,. It ie n passion aa free from ego- 
tism as the sun ever witnessed. 

Tbe discontented and embittered are of 
course to be found nmong us, . inflamntory 
elements, fostered in every society since 
the world began, But the basis of the 
social discontent that exists in America is 
in countless cases no impulse, of personal 
greed, it is rathec ibe grief and disappoint- 
ment generated in sensitive minds by tbe 
contrast between ' our national pre- 
tentions and our national achievement. 
The study at close range of our industrial 
situation kindles in many- minds n burn- 
ing discontent. Enter in i imagination the 
mind of tbe ordinary workman. It is a 
world- darkened by unreleived anxiety, 
gloomy as that which blurs and obscures 
the sunshine above and around a manu- 
factory. Through this gray and sbadow- 
beeet atmosphere the sunlight of the uni- 
versal joys gleam pale. 

Not only his own immediate family, not 
only persons dear to him pass before his 
eyes thus shrouded in sbaddows; but all 
the members of his social group. We do 
not begin to realize the constant diBasteja 
and terrors, dismal, commonplace, unnotic- 
ed, that make up tbe drama of life of which 
tbe poor are spectators. Sorrows enough 
we all bave to WitnesB, Heaven knows, 
in whatever social group we may happen 
to be born, but how tbe tone of ', the spec-, 
tacle darkness if we live, for instance, 'in a 
city tenement bouse, wbere the children 6t 
our neighbors die of con tngecuB disease or 
lingering starvation, where young girls 
known to us to take to the bad tie much 
from the dreariness as from the difficulty 
of sustaining an. honest existence, and 
where tbe high* light of life among our 
neighbors to the possession of a"steady job" 
at some dull trade.

The Cubans have further ngrced to sell 
or lease certain lands for coaling stations 
and to omit from the constitutional boun- 
daries of Cuba the Isle of Plnea, the 
title of which Is to be left to future ad- 
justment by treaty. 

With the exception of these few pro- 
visions the republic of Cuba enters upon 
its career of independent government ab- 
solutely free and untramnieled. During 
hla occupancy Uncle Sam has spent mill- 
ions of dollars on the island that he 
will never get back and has done a won- 
derful amount of work In bettering Us 
condition. New roads have been con- 
structed nnd old ones repaired, streets 
have been cleaned nnd Improved, sewers 
have been built and parks laid out, the 
governmental machinery has been organ- 
ized, the yellow fever has been stamped 
out all over the lslnnd, and Its sanitary 
conditions have been so thoroughly im- 
proved that If the work Is continued there 
will be no menace In the future from 
Yellow Jack for either Cuba or the Unit- 
ed States.

Herbert G. Squlcrs Selected for This

The first minister from this country to 
Cuba will be Herbert Goldsmith Suulers. 
He is at present first secretary of legation 
at Pckin and has

years. During the 
siege of 1000 ho 
was chief of- staff 
to Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald. He distin- 
guished himself for 
bis bravery, and it 
was largely through 
bla military knowl- 
edge that the lega- 
tion wns saved. Hla 
courage is no great- 
er than his ability 
as a diplomat, nnd both qualities are nec- 
essary In the man who goes to deal with 
the peculiar situation in the .aland re- 
public. Trior to his service at Pekln 
Mr. SquIcts was located for four yeara 
in Berlin, as Bccond secretary of the 
American embassy. 

Gen. Edward S. Bragg of Wisconsin 
has been named as consul general at Ha- 
vana. Gen. Brngg fa a Cleveland Demo- 
crat nnd wns com- 
mander of the. 
"Iron Brigade" In 
the Civil War. Gen. 
Bragg after serving 
a term In Congress 
waa made minister 
to Mexico, He is 
75 years old, hav- 
ing been bora in 
Unadilla, N. Y., on 
Feb. .20, 1827. Gen. 
Bragg entered the 
Union army as a. 
captain In 18(11, QEW - =• fl ' nBAaa ' 
and was promoted through successive 
grades until he became a brigadier gen- 
eral. The Rjilnry of consul general at 
Havana Is $5,000. 




NEW REPUBLIC'S CAPITA!* 

Havana One of the Blast Beautiful of 
tbo World's Cities. 

.Americana, naturally, are much mor* 
Interested To Havana than In' any other 
city of Cuba,' It bus always been the 
royal capital, of .the. Island, nnd Is still 
the' capital, of -the republic. It la the 
greatest city, ranking high in the cities 
of the western world, especially since 
the work of reconstruction by Americans 
lias been brought to a condition -approx- 
imating comparative - perfection, r The 
revolution wrought by Americans In the 
city alnco the. occupation .by the troopa 
of the United States n't the close of the 
Spanish-American " war, is one of the 
greatest marvels of the century. Under 
the rule of Spain the city was one of 
the filthiest in the world; No effort hav- 
ing been made to Improve its sanitary 
conditions during the centuries of its ex- 
istence, malaria was prevalent nt all 
times; and scarcely a season passed with- 
out an epidemic of yellow* tuvor which 
carried off Its residents by thousands, 
placed an embargo on Its commerce nnd 
dissipated in a couple of months Its in- 
crement of the rest of the yenr, Under 
such 'conditions, progress was Impossible 
nnd substantial. improvement was some- 
thing not to be even thought of. In nddl- 
tlon, Cuba waa continually torn by Inter- 
necine strife nnd political Intrigue kept 
the 'whole Island in nn uproar. 

But things have changed of late and 
the day Is not far distant when the "gem 
of the Antilles" will become one of the 
most popular winter resorts for wealthy 
Americans. It will aoon be the vogue for 
fashionable folk to "spend the winter 
mouths there. The beauties of Havana 
have always been many, but since the 
ndvent of the Americana, they have been 
wonderfully augmented. 

As nn Instance, take the "pun In." This 
locality Is directly ncross the bay from 
Morro Castle and was formerly compara- 
tively worthless and little visited. Now 
it has been turned Into n promenade, 
where thousands stroll at evening, on- 
joying the wonderful Cuban moonlight 
nnd listening to bands which mingle 
Spanish a Ira with the songs of America 
nnd the music of Sousa. 

The Prado Is- the principal pleasure 
ground of the Havancae. It has flowers

fusion and several band stands. IN 
nearest counterpart In the United States 
is found on the boulevards of Chicago, 
where there nre double drlvewaya lined 
with residences and having a strip of 
flowering park between. Havana Is lib- 
erally endowed with parks In all ways 
and they arc well designed and tended. 

Tbo street life of Havana presents nn 
Interesting study In cosmopolitanism. 
One sees all classes. of foreigners and ua- 
tlvos there. The sidewalks arc extreme- 
ly narrow, hut the natives have mastered 
the art of keeping to. the proper side of 
the walk, and they manage, to navigate 
with little confusion. Fruit and candy 
venders, who carry their wares in bas- 
kets borne upon their heads and shoul- 
ders, are a feature of street life. The 
vehicles of traffic arc nearly all two- 
wheeled carts drawn by mules or oxen. 
The business houses and dwellings.' of 
old Havana are Indiscriminately Inter- 
mingled, and the view presented of a 
typical street In Havana gives an Idea 
of the general appearance of the' streets 
of the city. 7 . 

There are still many things In Ilavann 
which bring forcibly to mind the recent 
•war. The wreck of The Maine, Morro 
Castle and Cabanas attract most atten- 
tion from American tourists.

GOLIAD IS DESTROYED AND MANY 
LIVES LOST. 



Hurricane Travels Up the Gulf Coast, 
Leaving a Path of Destruction lu 

■ tho- Southern ntid Western Parts of 
the Lone Star State. 



- It is believed that between 100 and 
200 lives have been lust in a hurricane 
which, swept southern and western Texas 
from the Bed river to the lower gulf 
const, a stretch of fully 000 miles. - 

Of the To tall ties nearly bulf occurred. 
In Goliad, 'a town of 3.500 Inhabitants on 
the San Antonio river, sixty- miles south- 
west of Houston. That place was al- 
most entirely wrecked, nnd the most. con- 
servative estimate places tho loss 'of life 
at seventy-four^ while scores of persons 
suffered injuries. 

Oilier Cities Suffer. 

San Antonio, Austin, Mexla, Bcevillo 
and Port Sam Houston suffered from the 
visitation, and it Is believed that the ca- 
lamity will prove to be the wornt that has 
befallen the gulf const since the hurri- 
cane of 1900 and Its accompanying tidal 
wave engulfed the city of Galveston. 

The first news of the disaster nt Goliad 
wns received at about 7 o'clock Sunday 
evening, when the 'long-distnnce tele- 
phone operator communicated to Hous- 
ton, the fact that a largo part of the town 
-nnd been literally blown fn way. The most, 
serious damage by the storm wns In the 
northern and western parts of the town, 
which were. little more than n muss of 
wreckage,' In which there were known lo 
be many bodies ami from which scores of 
persons, all homeless nnd many of them 
injured, were sending out calls' for assist- 
ance. 

Estimates of Dead. 

Nearly every house In the town wni, 
razed or badly dnmagvd by the wind, 
which also wrought havoc to life. The 
most nccuriite. reports of fatalities plate 
them at seventy-four, nnd the Injured are 
believed to number nt lenst 200. Of the 
dead forty-seven are whites and thirty 
are negroes. The seriously injured are 
whites and negroes in about the same 
proportion. The court house, city hall, 
Jail, postoflU'o, churches and other public 
buildings are gone, 

-A driving rain which followed in the 
path of" the tornado was followed In turn 
by n tremendous drop In leuiperntnre, 
adding to the misery of the survivors, 
houseless and unprepared to face. such 
weather. 

The storm was wholly unexpected, not- 
withstanding that the day wns stormy, 
nnd on that account its work wns proba- 
bly more destructive, for ns terrilic as 
Texas hurricanes generally are, there no 
doubt would have been some among the 
victims who could have found a safe 
refuge. 

Follows Oulf Const. 

The cyclone followed the general lino 
of the gulf coast, nnd the towns lying 
within about 100 miles of salt water 
were the principal sufferers in the south- 
ern part of the Slate. Beer Die reports 
much damage to property, hut no fatali- 
ties. In the eastern part of. the Suite 
heavy rains fell, nnd the winds, were 
high, hut the storm wns not cyclonic in 
diameter, 

* The territory Immediately to the west 
of ..Austin felt the visitation acvrrcly. 
Wn I tor's Pnrk. a hamlet fourteen miles 
to tho northeast nt the capital, was bnd- 
ly damaged, three score or more houses 
being blown down and many trees up- 
tooted. 

In Austin n number of houses were un- 
roofed, and the State Institution for tho 
blind was considerably damaged, Though 
none of the inmates wns injured. . 

Loss In 8au Anton In. 

..The storm struck San Antonio at about 
*1 o'clock. The damage lliere iH'esUmnt- 
ed at from £75,000 to $100,000. The wind 
reached n velocity of sevmty-two miles 
nn hour and continued nt Hint rate for 
nearly twenty minutes. It blew from the 
southeast and then shifted to the south- 
west, the greatest velocity belug from the 
latter point. 

At Fort Sam Houston government 
property was damaged to the extent of 
$20,000, the doors being torn off the 
officers' quartern nnd barracks. Tho 
West End Church was destroyed, entail- 
ing a loss of $5,000; HartwcU's Hotel 
was damaged to the extent of $3,000.'. St, 
Lonls College damaged $0,000 and the 
Academy of the Lady of the Sucre J 
Heart $2,000. Damage* to private resi- 
dences will reach $-10,000. Several per- 
sons were Injured, but there were no fa- 
talities.

The Department of Agriculture, Is pre- 
paring to fight the rnynges of the" San 
Jose scale on vegetation throughout I he 
country with Its natural enemy, the lady- 
hug, brought from the Interior of China, 
Assistant Botanist Maria U has returned 
from the Orient, where ho -sought tho 
original home of the drended scale. Far 
In the interior of the latter country, 
where European plants hod not pene- 
trated, he found the scales and nlso the 
lady bugs which kept the scalcft in sub- 
jection and permitted the, native plants 
to flourish, 

Mr. Murlatt started home with a good 
Bupply of these Indybngs. but only six- 
teen survived on arrival in this country, 
mid fourteen of those subsequently, died. 
Tho two remaining, however, were nurs- 
ed carefully by the government, with a 
view to fighting the scale' in the same 
manner as lu China. There now arc fifty 
of them, requiring lite constant gathering 
of scales from the department gromlda 
for food.. While not expecting the scales 
to bo exterminated from this country,' ex- 
perts are ['tanning to attack them with 
the Increasing breed of their natural 
enemies.

ANTHRACITE WORKERS VOTE TO 
CONTINUE STRIKE. 



Eendcrs'Keallze that This Wilt lie One 
of the Greatest Labor. BtruRales In 
the Country's Hlstory—Tho Decision 

-Involves 140,000 Men. 



Anthracite miners have voted to begin 
whatmany say will be the moat Boridua 
tnbor struggle in the history of/tho coun- 
try, If not the greatest In the world. At 
the convention In Hnzolton, "Pn,, It waa. 
decided to continue the Btrike of 145,000 
minora to the bitter end. 

.The step taken by the minora, after 
practically considering the 1 "matter .for 
two months, has wiped out the uncertain- 
ty of the- situation, and It Is freely pre- 
dicted that the mast acrloUs labor strug- 
gle In the history of the country, it not 
tho world, Is to begin. That is the view 
taken by nearly every miner. While the 
leaders are cautious and will not fore- 
cast their actions, it Is not unlikely that 
tho miners' fight will' bo carried Into tho 
bituminous coal regions' and Into other 
fields .or industry, 

Mine workers for eighteen months have 
been looking forward to the strike that la 
now upon them. They have saved their 
money nnd arc considered to.be In bet- 
ter shnpe to-day for a fight than they 
were lu the great strike of 1000. That 
struggle ended In the mine owners giving 
tho men a 10 per cent ndvnnce after a 
six weeks' suspension. 

The operators nre on record ns being 
-unalterably opposed to granting the men 
any concessions, and they have personally 
informed tho mine workers' leaders of, 
that fact; : The workmen fenr that the 
present fight may mean the destruction 
of their organization, because' they be- 
lieve thnt the mine owners ore bent more 
on wrecking their union than they arc in 
opposing the demands for higher wages 
nnd shorter work days. 

Leaders Give Advice. 

President Mitchell's advice to tlu- min- 
ers wns pence and he ga^e It to them In 
the plainest and most forceful of lan- 
guage. He was ably assisted by Presi- 
dent Knhy and Secretary Mnrtleln of the 
lower district and Secrotnry Dompsey of 
the upper territory. President Nlthols 
of the Brat district wns the great cham- 
pion of the strike advocates. Mr. Mitch- 
ell, who wns the last to speak, was list- 
ened to with the greatest attention. 

While the. people of the con], fields nre 
glad that the suspense and uncertainty 
occasion oil by the long delays In reaching 
a conclusion of the strike question nro 
over, the news of the "convention's ac- 
tion has caused considerable depression. 
Business in the anthracite region has 
been paralyzed to. n certain .extent nnd It 
will probably come to almost a stand-

swamps of the South that would havo 
been kept up Indefinitely. 

In. bla own Stale there were 200,000 
more negroes than will tea n nil in Mis- 
sissippi 300,000 more colored than white 
people. In order to mnintain their self- 
respect -the • whites, he. declared, were 
obliged to' - take' the reins of government 
In the South by whatever means they 
could— using the shotgun as ouo of tho 
means. 

Referring to tho relnnugurntlon ot 
white BUpremacy" in South Curollnn, he 
said the whites had secured a majority 
of 3,000. It might just a's easily hitvo 
been, he said, 80,000 or 00.000, They 
simply got such a majority as waa nec- 
essary* 

In the United States, he maintained, a 
serious problem confronted the govern- 
ment—the .negro problem— and It might 
better try to solve that than to bunt for 
trouble in the Philippines. Jj.

In the Senate on Tnesclny.nn additional 
opproprlntlon of $300,000- wan' voted for 
the stricken people of the French' West 
Indies. The agricultural appropriation 
bill. Was passed nnd then Mr, Stewart 
spoke In. support of the Philippine bill. 
The conference report oh the Cuban dip- 
lomatic nnd consular bill vns adopted, 
the House coiifercea accepting -the 
amendment mnklh'g . the salary of the 
minister to Cnha'$12,000'a-ycar, and tbe 
Senate accepting, the amendment strlk- 
Ing out the provision for $2,000 a : year 
for the minister's house rent' nnd for an 
additional consul. In the House discus- 
sion ofthe-nnval appropriation bill was 
begun. The. conference . report on the 
omnibus claims- bill- was rejected on the 
ground that claims not considered by 
either bmneh of Congress bad been in- 
serted In .the measure by the conferees 
and the measure was returned to con* 
fcrcncc.

Thursdny In the Senate ixns chiefly oc- 
cupied with debate on the Philippine bill. 
The bill providing for the erection of a 
union rallwny station In WnBblngtou and 
the fortifications appropriations hill ware 
passed, the former by a .rote of -JQ to 2-1, 
and the latter without division after the 
ndoptlon of an amendment proposed by 
Mr, Proctor, biaklng the acceptance of 
disappearing gun carriages conditional 
upon tests. A conference on the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill was agreed to, 
with Messrs. Proctor. II a ash rough and 
Bate as conferees. The conference re- 
port 011 the omnibus Halms bill was pre 
sentcd by. Mr. Warren, the conferees be- 
ing unable lo agree on the Rel fridge board, 
claims. The. report was agreed to. A' 
bill to establish an Indian agricultural 
school nt Wohpettm, N. D., was passed. 
In the House the debate on tbc-nuvnl ap- 
propriation bill veered into the Philippine 
question, and when adjournment wns tak- 
en the measure was being read for 
amendment. The Senate amendments to 
the agricultural appropriation bill were 
disagreed to, and the bill wan sent to

After some 
discussion tlio bill reported by Mr. Mc- 
Cnll from tbc ways and menus commit- 
tee, refunding the tas on legacies paid 
Under the war revenue act by religions, 
charitable, art and educational institu- 
tions was passed. 

The conference report on the omnibus 
claims bill was adopted by* the Semite 
Monday.

Senate hill providing for the erection of 
the northern bra 'rich of -the National 
Home for Disabled Soldlcra nt Hot 
Springs* S, D., was ftlao.puBScd.
